Harney Was “It” by More Than 
Two Hundred Majority, 


LOS ANGELES VOTED FOR McNAB. 


Senator White Takes the Platform 
and Isidore the Chair Tempor- 
arily—Wrassle of the Committee 
on Declaration of Principles. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

PAVILION, Sacramento, Aug. 17.— 
{Exclusive Dispatch.] And lo, it was 
the morning of the seconded day—a day 
that promised at the dawn of it, and 
even unto the hour of noon, to be pass- 
ably pleasant for the sojourner on the 
banks of the turbid Sacramento, but 
the weather clerk was only fooling us, 
for in the latter half of the time be- 
tween daylight and dark it was hot, 
with that sort of heat that leaves the 
human animal gasping and longing for 
a breeze from the sounding sea; that 
sort of heat which wilts linen, destroys 
the temper and makes the palm-leaf 
fan and the long drink with chunks of 
ice in it the only delegates that it is 
worth while going into committee with. 

As for the Democracy of California, 
this has been its washday. The dirty 
linen of the party in San Francisco 
has been scrubbed until it is in rags 
and ravelings, but the filth of the pur- 
lieus of the metropolis are ‘still upon 
the garments—the rags reek with the 
same old smell. 

The gavel of the Governor-chairman 
dropped with a short, sharp shock on 
the desk in the center of the rostrum at 
10:30 o’clock, and the steam was turned 
on for a long, wearing and tedious ses- 
sion that lasted until nearly 5 o'clock, 
with no intermission for lunch and no 
dam upon the stream of oratory ex- 
cept the sort that ends with the let- 
ter “n.”’ 

Before getting down to the regular 
order, J. J. Dwyer of San Francisco, 
hailing for the present from Alameda 
or some other cow county, was recog- 
nized for the purpose of introducing a 
resolution felicitating the administra- 
tion at Washington upon the successful 
conclusion of the war with Spain. Mr. 
Dwyer missed a chance to do something 
handsome in the way of a speech by 
tainting it with the bad form of par- 
tisanship. He declared that the Re- 
publican party had no monopoly of the 
patriotism of the nation, which no one 
has been claiming, so far as the ad- 
vices are on record, and while voicing 
some very commendable sentiments 
and sounding some picturesque phrases 
in which the colors of “Old Glory” were 
manifest, weakened a rather neat 
speech by a raw display of politics 
which had no right of disclosure in 
such conection. 

But there was nothing the matter 
with Mr. Dwyer’s resolution and it was 
adopted with three cheers, the dele- 
gates standing and voting “aye” to the 
echo. The chairman ventured the un- 
necessary remark that “McKinley 
heard that in the White Bouse.” If the 
President had heard the cheers that 
gave aproval to the resolution it would 
certainly have been a comfort to the 
great leader who has so grandly 
brought the nation through the peril of 
war to the most remarkable and speedy 
return of peace of which history has a 
scrap of record. 

THE “FIGHT” ON. 

Following this patriotic episode in 
the proceedings of this body there came 
on the long-anticipated fight over the 
report of the Committee on Creden- 
tials, a fight that promised to be lurid 
and gory, and that turned out to be 
a very tame and spiritless affair. Prob- 
ably the reason for the lack of snap 
in the fighting was the fact that the 
result was assured in advance, hence 
the whole of a long, hot day i; 
spent in lambasting @ corpse that 
needed an application of chloride of jime 
before the old thing died. 

There was no page or telegraph mes- 
senger on the floor that did not know 
beforehand that “Whispering” Gavin 


McNab and his delegation of puritans: 


would be settled whenever the matter 
should come to a vote, and even Maj. 
Harney, who spent one long hour in 
reciting ancient .and rank-smelling 
Democratic history, knew full well that 
he was talking to ears that had no de- 
sire to hear, and was hammering at 
the doors of hearts that were 
barred, and double-locked to his plead- 
ings for justice and fair play. What- 
ever the condition of Democratic pol- 
itics in San Francisco, and the Lord 
knows there has not been a time 
within the memory of man when that 
condition has not been enouglW to 
sicken a Cuban vulture, it is as certain 
as truth, which is always certain, that 
the Harney delegation was the only 
body elected to represent the Democ- 
racy of San Francisco on this floor 
by the methods that rule in political 
affairs as relates to the election of dele- 
gates. 

But Maj. Harney and his men, reg- 
ularly authorized and elected delegates 
as they were, were thrown out of the

| building,.and the McNabites, the “Ret- 


ter than Thou" Democrats of the Bay 
City, are holding their seats and swell- 
ing out their chests in the conscious 
pride of victory tonight, but when “the 
morning’ comes, a different feeling— 
the swelling of the chest—is likely to 
be found transferred to the head. Cer- 
tainly if the Democrats of San Fran- 
cisco can stand this sort of thing the 
Republicans ought to be able to. 

There was a ng discussion this 
morning regarding the limits of debaie; 
and after much “rag-chewing”’ it was 
decided to give each side one hour, lim- 
iting further speeches on the question 
to five minutes. Under the resolution 
of Gibson of San Joaquin it became 
the duty of Maj. Harney to opgn for 
the minority report, and he spent his 
hour in rethreshing the rotten old heap 
of straw that was flailed to a finish at 
the Senate chamber last night. Maj. 
Harney did not orate, he merely talked 
dates and went over the history of 
every row in San Francisco of a Dem- 
ocratic sort since 1882. He convinced 
nobody, for nobody wanted to be con- 
vinced. The delegations dwindled to a 
handful as the major maundered on 
through the perspiring minutes. ‘he 
audience evaporated under his s0,0- 
rific cadences, the hour of noon come 
with, the whistles blowing an accom- 
paniment to his plaintive pleadings for 
justice, and finally his hour elapsed 
and the battle had only just com- 
menced. 

As Maj. Harney walked down {» *, 
seat the chairman caught sight 
ator White, who occupied a chair tin 
the Los Angeles delegation, and with 
the encomium, “The best Senator Cali- 
fornia ever had,” invited the gentleman 
from the Land of the Angelefio and 
the McCaffery push to a seat on the 
platform. Cheers were the accompani- 
ment to the Senator as'he mounted 
the steps that led to the chair. and 
cheers and applause set an exclamation 
point at the conclusion of his speech 
of thanks for so gracious ad rfenerous 
a reception. 

ENTER GAVIN M’NAB. 

Gavin McNab is a picturesque char- 
acter, with his strong face, powerful 
jaw, stalwart, well-knit figure and his 
deliciously bitter speech that has a 
twang cf the Scotch in it as unmistak- 
able as the burly brogue of a far- 
downer from Kilkenny or any other 
old place in the Land of the Gossoon. 
He is always an interesting talker, 
but when Gavin has a fight on hand 
in a convention, and that is every time 
he shows up in one, he is not only in- 
teresting but pert, piquant and pun- 
gent to a degree. He fires volleys that 
resemble the scream of Mauser bul- 


lets, and heaves projectiles that rip up. 


the enemy’s works like the life of a 13- 
inch shell from the Oregon in the 
bowels of a Spanish battleship. Mc- 
Nab is the more picturesque when he 
is mad. It is unfortunate, from the 
listener’s point of view, that Maj. Har- 
ney did not rile the bonny Scotsman 
today. As a consequence, the McNab 
speech did not nab the ears of his audi- 
ence and make them tingle as is the 
wont, but yet there was a caustic 
twang to his utterances that made the 
other side squirm, and his luminous 
epigrams hit home at times with a 
smash“that gave the opposition a s‘ght 
of the fireworks. Here is a sample 
splinter from McNab’s. racy speech: 
‘It is better to be honest than con- 
servative,” and another, “Some people 
seem to think that Democracy is a 
perception.”” McNab had his audience 
with him, and therefore there was an 
air of confidence and a debonair in- 
souciance tn his speech that would 
have given way to gatling-gun volleys 
had the San Franciscan been mad 
clear through. 

R. M. Fitzgerald, one of Gov. Budd's 
State Prison directors, made a strong 
and telling speech on the McNab side 
of the question, so far as a telling 
speech could be telling when on the 
unjust side. Mr. Fitzgerald’s address 
was full of slashing allusions to bosses, 
and the name of Sam Rainey rang 
through the rafters again and again 
ere the prison manager took his seat. 

Eugene Duprey followed without set- 
ting the river on fire, or without mak- 
ing the wrongs of the McNabs case 
appear a-right, which he labored to do 
with zeal. The first real bit of urforced 
enthusiasm of this convention occurred 
when James D. Phelan starfed down to 
the stand, and that he had a yuiver 
full of arrows was evident the momen: 
he began his speech. 

FELLOW PHELAN. 

Mayor Phelan was a surprise to those 
who have been looking upon him

merely as the son of a. plutoecratic 
father. He is a good deal of a speaker, 
and, one would say after his fine pre- 
sentation of his views of the case to- 
day, a good deal of a man. It was in- 
spiring to see the brave, sturdy, young 
Mayor of the metropolis facing the 
gangs that make the purlieus south of 
Market street reek with their person- 
ality and denouncing them and their 
masters with stinging sentences. 

Maj Harney took occasion to inter- 
rupt Phelan when he was scoring the 
“Warm Springs” boss, and he probably 
wishes he had not. Harney put the 
question whether the young Mayor 
thought that he, the Mayor, was un- 
der the domination of Sam Rainey. 
Without answering the query categori- 
cally, the speaker replied that the only 
way he could judge the matter was 
to note the company that Harney was 
in; that whatever he might be, he was 
certainly not on the side of the decent 
Democrats of San Francisco, where- 
upon the major subsided and the 
young Mayor went on in a masteriy 
and impressive fashion to the extent 
that his address was the big. feature 
of the convention thus far. He paid 
a handsome tribute to the bravery and 
discretion of McNab in fighting for 
decency in Democratic. politics, and re- 
‘turned to his seat in the delegation 
from the Bay through a lane of dele- 
gates that rang with cheers. 

Tarpey and Foote of Alameda fol- 
lowed for the Harncyites, and Q@is- 
coursed in feeble phrases for a cause 
that was lost before they began, hence 
there was neither confidence in their 
bearing nor spirit in their delivery. It 
was the very leather and prunella’ of 
oratorical effort. 

There were a number of *Sother 
speches on the Harney side of the ques- 
tion, the best of which was made by 
J. J. Dwyer, who was put under the 
gag last night in the meeting of the 
committee. Dwyer spoke as a member 
of the National Committee, and warned 
the convention that it was pursuing a 
course that presaged defeat for the 
Democracy. He showed clearly and 
unmistakably that the autgcratic po- 
sition taken by the Committee of One 
Hundred was indefensible from any 
point of view; that it was subversive 
of political liberty and calculate] to 
bring disaster at the coming electicn, 
all of which is correct and fortunate 
for the people of California, however 
it may affect the Pinto candidate fur 
“overner, and this portion of the 
three-headed monster that is ennieav- 
oring to shove him down the thruats 
of the voters of this State. 

Fortunately for suffering humanity, 
Earl Rogers of Los Angeles moved the 
previous question, and after giving was 
two or three times for five-minnie 
speeches to enable belated spel!-bira- 
ers to exhibit the power of their lungs, 
a vote was had and the foreordained 
result made manifest in figures tht 
showed how strong the McNab and 
Phelan puritans are in this hody. 

M’CRIMMON’S MOUTH OPENS. 

Incidentally in today’s debate there 
was a breezy episode over the unit 
rule in the Los Angeles delegation. Mc- 
Crimmon of Los Angeles had the bad 
taste to mix in the San Francisco row 
by advocating the rejection of the mi- 
nority report. Whereupon Foote of 
Alameda leaned to his feet and in- 
quired if Los Angeles had not already 


caucused on this very question and 
decided to vote for the puritans. M-- 
Crimmon, badly nonplussed, referred 
Foote’s query to Dr. Hill, the chairman 
of the delegation, who evaded Fort y 
sayirg that the convention would find 


out where Los Angeles stood 
ro'l call was made. 

But George Patton wa al 
He took. the stand and informed Foote 
and the convention that the Angelefios 
were acting under the unit rule by di- 
rection of the county mm, and 
the speaker also tock occasion to throw 
a few harpoons into the railroad push 
that made the gang turn livid.

HONGKONG, Aug. lj.—{By Asliatie 
Cable.] The American: collier Zafiro, 
from Manila, which arrived here yes- 
terday, is anchored in Junk Bay. She 
left Manila on the I4th. A typhoon is 
raging, and it is impossible to land 
the mails with detalis of the battle 
of Manita. It is learned, however, from 


an American naval officer, that when 
Admiral Dewey, on August 6; de- 
manded the surrender of Manila with- 
in forty-eight hours, the Spanish come 
mander replied that the insurgents 
being outside the walls, he had no safe 
place for the women and children who 
were in the city, and asked for“twenty- 
four hours’ delay. This Admiral Dewey 
granted. At the expiration specified, 
Admiral Dewey and Gen. Merritt cone 
sulted and decided to postpone the ate 
tack. 

On August 13 the American squad- 
ron formed in line off Manila. The 
Olympia fired the first shot at the 
Malate fort. The shots of the Ameri- 
cans feil short, and some time was 
occupied in finding the range. Then 
the Callao, one of the gunboats cap- 
tured by Admiral Dewey from the 
Spaniards, got under the fort and sent 
in a hot fire. Great destruction was 
done by the rapid-fire guns. The fort 
failed to reply, but fired on the Ameri-

ships were ordered fo cease tiring 
after an hour’ work, owimg to the 
failure of the fort to respond. 

The fighting in the trenches was most 
fierce. Fifteen minutes after the 
Spaniards were driven to the second 
line of defenes, they were forced to 
retreat to the walled city, where, see- 
ing the uselessness of resistance, they 
surrendered, and soon afterward a 
white flag was hoisted over Manila. 

The Belgian Consul at Manila, M. 
Andre, boarded the Olympia and re- 
turned with an American lieutenant to 
the Spanish military Governor, who 
agreed to surrender Merritt 
proceeded to the palace at 3:30 p.m., 
and then the Spanish formed in line 
and formally surrendered, but the offi- 
cers were permigted to retain their 
swords. The American loss is reported 
to be six or eight killed and forty 
wounded.. The Spanish loss was cone- 
siderable, but the exact numbers are 
not obtainable

The trenches were 
filled with badly-wounded Spaniards. 
Manila is now under martial law, 
with Gen. Merritt as military Gove 
ernor. 


The California Red Cross Society 
rendered valuable aid to the sick and 
wounded... Perfect order prevailed in 
Manila on the evening of August 13. 
As the Americans marched in guards 
were placed around the houses of all 
foreigners, in order to prevent their 
being looted. The insurgents were not 
allowed to take part in the attack 
upon the city, but were kept in the 
rear of the Americans. In order to 
prevent bloodshed, they were forbidden 
to enter the city after the surrender, 
uniess they were unarmed. Before the 
surrender, the Spaniards burned the 
transport Cebu in the Pasig River. 

It is supposed that Admiral Dewey 
was unaware of the departure of Gov.- 
Gen. Augusti. The Zafiro’s officers 
first heard the news of the Governor- 
General's flight on their arrival here. 
Gen. Augusti’s escape is considered to 
have been prearranged, as he brought 
with him his family and his suite. 


DIRECT FROM DEWEY. 


Our Hero Admiral Tells of Ma- 


nila’s Fall. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The gov- 
ernment received the following direct 
official infermation today of the sur- 
render of Manila, after a combined land 
and sea bombardment jast Saturday. It 
came in dispatches from Admiral 
Dewey, brought from Manila to Hong- 
kong on the dispatch boat Zafiro. The 
admiral sent two dispatches, the first 
one briefly citing the essential facts as 
follows: 

“MANILA, Aug. 13.—Secretary. of the 
Navy, Washington: Manila surrendered 
today to the American land and naval 
forces, after a combined attack, A d@i- 
vision of the squadron shelled the forts 
and entrenchments at Malate, on the 
south side of the city driving back the 
enemy, our army advancing from that 
side at the same time. The city sur- 
rendered about 5 o'clock, the American 
flag was hoisted by Lieut. Brumby, 
About seven thousand prisoners were 
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taken. The squadron had no casualties, 
none of the vessels was injured. On 
August 7, Gen. Merritt and I formally 
demanded the surrender of the city, 
which the Spanish Governor-General re- 


fused. 
[Signed] “DEWEY. 
Lieut. Brumby is Admiral Dewey's 


fiag lieutenant. 

The second dispatch from the admiral 
has not been deciphered up to noon, 
They were received early in the day 
and after the first one had been trans- 
Jated. Assistant Secretary Allen carried 
it over to the White House, and laid 
it before the President. While it bore 
out the news already brought by press 
dispatches, yet it established the addi- 
tional point, that 7000 prisoners of war 
now being held by the American

{t is, all officials agree that the oc- 
cupation is the result of the com- 
bined military and naval operations. 
According to Admiral Dewey's dis- 


patch, the surrender occurred about 5 
p.m. last’ Saturday. The peace pro- 
tocol was signed at 4:23 p.m. OR Fri- 
day. It is said, that the difference in 
time between Manila and Washington 
that the surrender reckoned 
on Washington time would be about 
twelve hours ahead of the time at 


Manila, or about 5 a.m. Saturday 
morning. In point of actual time, 
therefore, the signing of the peace 


protocol preceded the actual surrender 
of Manila by a few hours. But it is 
a well-established rule of military law, 
accepted the world over, that a peace 
armistice. or cessation of hostilities, 


does not become binding upon com- 
mandimz officers until they receive 
actual notice of it. This rule is ex- 


presed in the United States regula- 
tions governing armies in the field, as 
follows: 

“Article 139. An armistice is bind- 
ing upon the belligerents from the 
day of the agreed commencement, but 
the officers of the army be responsibit 
from the day only when they receive 
official notice of its existence.” 

Inder this rule, Admiral Dewey and 
Gen. Merritt would be bound by the 
armistice only from the time the 
notice of it reached them at Manila. 
This could not have occurred on Sat- 


urday, prior to the bombardment, as 
the cable was not working, and no 
dispatch boat could have gotten 


through with the notice before Mon- 
day or Tuesday. In short, it is agreed 
in all official quarters, that the forci- 
ble taking of Manila was entirely reg- 
ular, and that the city and bay is 
now held on the basis of this mili- 
tary, enforced taking, rather than on 
the basis of the mutual arrangement 
between the two countries, This may 
become mater'al when the question 
arises as to tly future of the Philip- 
pines, for it i®yslikely to proceed from 
the American Standpoint, that Manila 
was taken by ferce of arms and Its so 
occupied. 

There has been no time to consider 
what will be done with the 7000 
Spanish prisoners taken, but the fact 
that an amicable understanding has 
been reached with Spain as to the 
occupation of Manila, will probably 
operate to lighten the condition of the 
prisoners. 

TEN. MERRITT’S QUERY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Ang. 17.—Secre- 
tary Alger has received a dispatch 
from Gen. Merritt announcing’ the 
Burrender of Manila, and asking for 

Instructions. 

The instructions which Gen. Merritt 
asked for was wheter there should 
be. a joint occupation of the city of 
Manila by the American and insur- 
gent forces. The Secretary of War, 
by direction of the President, has 
sent a cable dispatch to Gen. Merritt 
saying there shall be no joint accu- 
pation whatever, and that the city, 
bay and harbor of Manila shall be 
held by the United States forces. 
Gen. Merritt's dispatch contained no 
more information than had previously 
been sent by Admiral Dewey. No list 
of casualties was given. 


CHANGED PLANS, 


Resulted in Loss of Life at 


Manila. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

LONDON, Aug. 18.—The Manila cor- 
respondent of the Times, telegraphing 
under date of August 13, says: 

“The capture of the town today was 
mot without certain melo-dramatic 
events. Nor has it been a well-kept 
Becret that the captain-general practi- 
cally suggested the manner in which 
American troops should advance to pre- 
vent loss of life on both sides. At first 
it was not intended to attack the 
trenches, but quietly to advance after 
the bombardment had ceased. At the 
last moment, however, the programme 
was changed and orders were issued 
for the land battery to open fire simuy)- 
taneously with the fleet. and for an 
advance to be made as soon as it was 
vonsidered practicable to assault the 
Spanish trenches. The reason for this 
change of plan is not yet apparent. but 
considerabie loss of life resulted. 

“Gen. Anderson placed his division 
according to directions from Gen. 
Merritt. There were eight battalions 
of the First Brigade under McArthur 
in the fighting line on the right, with 
three battalions in reserve, while seven 
battalions of the Second Brigade, under 
Gen. Greene. were in the 
across the road from the

Seashore, 
three others forming a reserve. The 
troops left the camp at 6:30 ‘oclock in 
a heavy thunderstorm. They carried 
300 rounds of ammunition per man. and 
two days’ cooked rations. Shortly after

At c'clock the 
Olympia led the way, attended Ly the 
Raleigh and the Petrel, while the a)- 
fao, under Lieut.

“Perfect quiet prevailed in the lines 
on both sides as the great ships cleared 
for action and silently advanced, some- 
times hidden by rain squalls.

green and white against the stormy 
sky, completely hid the Olympia; a

“Less than ‘half an hour -fter the 
bombardment began, Gen. Greene de- 
cided that it was possible. to advance, 
although the signals to ceas? firing 
were disregarded “by the fleet, being 
probably invisible’ on account of the 
rain. Thereupon six companics of the 
Colorado regiment leaped over their 
breastworks, dashed into the s\wamp 


and began volley firing from the partial 
shelter of low hedges within 300 yards 
of the Spanish lines. A few moments 


later the remaining six companies 
moved along the seashore, somewhat 
covered by a sand ridge formed by an 
inlet under the outworks of the fort, 
and at 11 o'clock occupied this for- 
midable stronghold without loss. Me- 
Coy hauled down the Spanish tag 


and raised the Stars and Stripes amid 
wild cheers along the line. ; 
“Meantime the fleet, observing the 


movement of the troops along. the 
beach, withheld its fire. The bom- 
bardment had lasted exactly an hour 
and a half. n hour later, Gen Greene 


and his staff proceeded along tha beac h, 
still under a hot infantry fire from the 


right, where the Eighteenth Regulars 
and the Third Reguler Artillery were 
engaging the enemy, directing the 


movement for an advance into Malate. 
The vicinity of the forts was uncom- 
fortable on account of numbers of 
sharpshooters in the buildings on both 
sides, 200 yards distant. The forward 
movement was therefore hastened, and 
in a few minutes the outskirts of the 
suburbs were well occupied, and the 
sharpshooters were driven, away. 

“As the Californians under Col. 
Smith came up the beach their band 
played the national air, accompanied 
by the whistling of Mauser bullets, 
and during the sharpshooting contin- 
ued to encourage the mén with Inspir- 
ing music. Each regiment carried its 
colors into action. There was consid- 
erable street fighting in the suburbs 
of Malate and Ermita, but the bat- 
talion of Californians pushed into the 
Luneta, a popular promenade within 
2900 vards of the moat of the citadel. 
Then the white tlag was hoisted at the 
southwest corner of the walled town. 

“Gen. Greene, with a_ few members 


‘of his staff, galloped along the Luneta 


under a sharp scattering fire from the 
house near the beach, parleying with 
an officer who directed him along to 
the gate further east. At this moment 


the Spanish forces, retreating from 
Santa Ana. came into view, fully 2000 
strong, followed by insurgents, who 


had eluded Gen. MeArthur’s troops and 
now opened fire for a brief period. =< 
situation was awkward, if net critica ;

The situation then was better under- 
atood, and a conferehce with Gen. Jau- 
denes was held. 

“The terms agreed to may be out- 
lined as follows: An agreement for the 
capitulation of the Philippines; a pro- 
vision for disarming the men who re- 
main organized under the commané of 
their officers, no parole being exacted: 
necessary supplies to be furnished from 
the captured treasury funds, any pos- 
sible deficiency being made good by the 
Americans: the safety of life and prop- 
erty of the Spanish soldiers and citi- 
zens to be guaranteed as far as pos- 
sible: the question of transporting the 
troops to be referred to the decision of 
the Washington government and that 
of returning their arms to the soldiers 
to be left to the discretion of Gen. 
Merritt: banks and similar institutions 
to continue operations under existing 
regulations, unless these are changed 
by the United States authorities. 

“Perfect order prevails tonight on 
both sides of the Pasig, the civil 
guard remaining armed, and on duty 
and cottperating with the American 
sentries to preserve quiet. About two 
thousand soldiers laid down their arms 
tonight in the palace vestibule. The 
stories of starvation in the town are 
exaggerated. The Spanish troops ap- 
pear tO be in excellent condtiion, and 
there are only 176 sick. 

“Great credit must be given to Gen. 
Merritt for his plan of attack, which 
was succesfully carried out in every 
detail under unusually complicated 
conditions. Nor can commendation be 
withheld from Chief of Staff Gen. 
Babcock, for his expert coiperation in 
the admirably-conceived strategy. 

“Prompt action and strictly follow- 
ing fully detailed orders resulted in 
every case in the settlement of every 
difficulty, however threatening. The 
conduct of the Spanish was in a few 
cases reprehensible, such as their set- 
ting fire to the gunboat Cebu, ‘ait! 
the destruction of several armei 
launches after the capitulation had 
been agreed upon. 

“Lieut. Brumby lowered the Spanish 
flag in Fort Santiago, and raised the 
Stars and Stripes, many Spaniards 
weeping. while the American band 
played the ‘Star Spangled Banner’ and 
a company of infantry presented arms. 

‘It is impossible to praise too 
highly the humanity of Admira! 
Dewey and Gen. Merritt, for a bom- 
bardment of the walled city would 
have inflicted severe loss of life upon 
women and children. The conduct of 
the American officers and men toward 
all is highly creditable. It is diffi- 
cult to realize that they are invadinc 
troops occupying a hostile town.

A CABLE TANGLE.

INSTRUCTIONS SENT. 


| And Aguinaldo Isn’t in it With 


Dewey. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The two 
American. commanders at Manila, Ad- 
miral Dewey and Gen. Merritt, united 
in a joint dispatch, which was received 
here’ late this afternoon, asking for in- 
structions as to the manner of dealing 
with the various elements, particularly 
the insurgents, now that the city is oc- 
cupied by the American forces. After 
a conference at the White House, in 
which Secretary Alger and Acting Sec- 
retary Allen participated, instructions 
were sent to the two American com- 
manders. The text of the request for 
instructions and of the answer were 
not made public, but Secretary Alger 
summed up the instructions substan- 
tially as follows: ‘‘The insjructions are 
to enforce law and order, and to treat 
all law-abiding citizens alike.” 

The instructions are practically the 
same as those sent last night to Gen. 
Lawton. The latter order specifically 
stated that the Cuban insurgents must 
recognize the military occupation and 
authority of the United States, and the 
cessation of hostilities proclaimed by 
this government. Doubtless the same 
rule is being applied to the insurgents 
under Aguinaldo, although it was not 
officially announced that such specific 
orders were made. It is said the joint 
dispatch to Admiral Dewey and Gen. 
Merritt did not in terms refer to Aguin- 
aldo, nor did the instructions mention 
the insurgent leader by name. It is 
well understood, however, that the de- 
sire of the American commanders was 
to have instructions on the manner in 
dealing with the large and menacing 
force of insurgents under Aguinaldo, 
who have surrounded Manila for many 
weeks, and who, it is thought, may 
have demanded the right to occupy the 
city with the American forces as the 
Cuban insurgents did at Santiago. 

It had been thought in some quarters 
here that the showing heretofore made 
by the insurgents would lead to their 
receiving a certain amount of recogni- 
tion in the way of joint action between 
the United States forces and those of 
the insurgents when the city was oc- 
cupied, but the instructions sent to- 
night were based on occupation by the 
United States alone, and as a high ad- 
ministration official summed up the sit- 
uation, “There shall be no joint action 
except between Merritt and Dewey. 
They will maintain the law and order 
and will treat insurgents and Spaniards 
alike, requiring all to observe peace and 
order.”’ 

Aside from this joint dispatch, the 
enly other word received from Manila 
during the day was in the brief dis- 
patch from Admiral Dewey announc- 
ing the surrender of the city last Sat- 
urdav. A detailed dispatch from Gen. 
Merritt was anxiously awaited through- 
yut the day, as it was feared that the 
sharp engagement of the land forces 
during the stormnig of Manila had re- 
sulted in some casualties on our side, 
but no dispatch came from Gen, Mer- 
ritt up to the close of office hours 
tonight, except the one in which he 


joined with Admiral Dewey in asking 


for instructions. Secretary Alger con- 
cluded from this that the casualties 
could not. have been heavy, as he felt 
sure Gen. Merritt would promptly re- 
port any considerable loss. There was 
a bare possibility that a cipher dis- 
patch from Merritt had miscarried. 

Tt was noted that neither the first 
dispatch of Admiral Dewey nor the 
joint dispatch of Dewey and Merritt 
had any reference whatever to the part 
which the German cruiser Kaiserin Au- 
gusta took in removing Capt.-Gen. 
Augusti from Manila to Hongkong. 
The officials belleve that the American 
commanders do not attach serious 
significance to the course of the Ger- 
man naval authorities. The incident 
continues to cause some irritation here, 
but it is practially certain that no offi- 
ial cognizance will be taken of it. 

A high official of the Navy Depart- 
ment said that at most the course of 
the German naval commander was one 
of bad taste. There is no disposition 
in any official quarter at present to 
carry the incident to the point of con- 
sidering it a breach of neutrality, as 
has been suggested in some British 
newspapers, 

A GERMAN RETORT.

BERLIN, August 17.—The Nord 
Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung explains 
that the Kaiserin Augusta, which 
brought away Gen. Augusti from Ma- 
nila, left the harbor after the surren-

such an agreement still necessary.

TROUBLESOME INSURGENTS.

NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—A dispatch to 
the Heraid from Hongkong says: 

“It is rumored that the United States 
troops at Manila have had trouble 
with the rebel forces under Gen. Aguin- 
aldo. According to one account, the 
insurgents, upon whom various restric- 
tions had been placed by Maj.-Gen. 
Merritt, mutinied at not being permit- 
ted to have any share in the surren- 
der of the city. It is reported that 
they attacked the Americans in the 
trenches. 

“The officers of the German warship 
IKaiserin Agusta are under instruc- 
tlons to give no information about the 
bombardment, but it is freely stated 
that there was a great loss of life on 
both sides.

Langley Knew That Manila 
Would Be Handed Over. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT, } 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 17.—Advices 
from E. Langley Jciaes, the Associated 
Press correspondent at Manila, dated 
Julv 22. and received here today iy 
the returned transport Australia, cc n- 
tains the prediction that the capital 
of the Philippine Islands wouid be de- 
livered to the United States whenever 
its representatives called upon the 
Spanish officials to surrenjder them- 
selves, without the formality of a 


a single shot. 


The news of the disaster to Admiral 
Cervera’s fleet completely demoralized 
the garrison of Manila, and the entire 
Spanish colony, believing that peace 
negotiations were already under way, 
was anxious and ready to accept the 
inevitable and surrender the _ city 
whenever Admiral Dewey should see 
fit to demand it. 

This statement was backed up by the 
fact that not a single shot had been 
fired upon the United States troops, 
ulthough they were landed within two 
miles of Fort Malate in broad day- 
light, upon an open beach, and despite 
the fact that they had been camped 
in open fields about a mile from the 
trenches occupied by the insurgents. 
Furthermore, the cruiser Boston and 
gunboat Callao, which had been cov- 
ering the landing of the troops, 
been anchored within range of 
Spanish guns for five days, unmo- 
lested. Had the Spaniards merely 
been waiting for a favorable opportun- 
ity to fire at close range, both the 
McCullouch and Concord had _. been 
crulsing at the mouth of the Pasig 
River, almost under the guns of Fort 
St. Mesa for several days; yet not a 
single shot had been fired in their di- 
rection. 

Strange to relate, the insurgents also 
discontinued the aggressive attitude 
they had been maintaining before the 
United States troops landed in their 
midst, apparently thinking that the 
Americans would annihilate their ene- 
mies for them. Their sudden inac- 
tivity may have been due to the fact 
that Aguinaldo was not consulted to 
the extent that he considered compati- 
ble with his position as general of the 
insurgent forces by the commander of 
the invading forces.

A FATAL ERROR. 


SPANIARDS UNDER A WHITE FLAG 
SHOOT CALIFORNIANS. 


List of the Killed and Wounded 
at Manila—How the World Man 
Saw the Fight—Father McKin- 
non Fired On. 


[BY DIRECT WIRK TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Herald’s special from 
Manila, August 13, via Hongkong, Aug- 
ust 17, says that the Monterey was 
not called upon during the bombard- 
ment to try her guns. Undoubtedly 
her presence and the boldness with 
which she was navigated within easy 
range of the city had considerable in- 
fluence on the Spaniards in their de- 
cision to capitulate. After the Amer- 
ican flag was hoisted, the German war- 
ship Kaiserin Augusta slipped out pre- 
sumably for Hongkong, without the 
courtesy of offering to carry dispatches 
from Manila. 

In the attack of land forces on the 
13th, the Californians were subjected to 
a galling fire from Spanish sharpshoot- 
ers in the houses on the right. When 
the white flag was hoisted at noon, 
the Californians advanced at the deuble 
quick across the Luneta as Gen. 
Greene and staff arrived to receive the 
surrender. By some fatal error, while 
the troops were standing at rest the 
Spaniards in the walled city fired, 
wounding Privates Dunsoupe and 
Lamerson of the First California.

WORLD MAN SAW IT. 
[RY DIRECT WIRK TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A World special from 
Manila, August 13, via Hongkong, 
Aveust 17, says: 

“The capture of Marla was rather 
a victory for diplomacy than for 
Admiral Dewey. Not one Spanish shot 
was fired at the American fleet, though 
stubborn resistance was made to our 
troops. From the deck of the flagship 
Olympia, where I was during the en- 
gagement today, I could plainly see 
our troops make a gallant dash along 
the beach, scale the wall of Fort Ma- 
late ap@ raise the American flag 
over it. 

“The agreement between Dewey and 
Merritt was that the fleet should get 
under way and stand toward the city, 
and that at the same time troops 
should press forward, ready to force 
eta entrance into Manila the 
navy had destroyed the forts. Dewey 
destroyed the Makate fort and en- 
enfiladed the trenches of the Spanish 
troops guarding the southern approach 
to Manila, thus allowing our troops to 
force their way into the city and take 
possession of what the admiral -had 
captured. 

“The fleet maintained fire cn Fort 
Malate until the troops of Greene's 
and McArthur’s division were ready to 
march in. Then the warships ceased 
their fire. The ships did not go in 
column line, because different ships 
were assigned to different batteries. 
The Olympia, Raleigh and Petrel were 
assigned to Malate fort and the Span- 
ish trenches which guarded the ap- 
proach to it from the south, where the 
troops were stationed. 

“Monitor Monterey was assigned to a 
battery of two 10-inch guns, and 
steamed north to the point the Olympla 
headed for. The Charleston, Baltimore 
and Boston were ordered to aid the 
Monterey and also to silence the 10- 
inch and 6-inch guns along the lun- 
ette, but they were ordered not to fire 
until fired upon, meantime holding their 
positions before the city. Dewey saw 
the bombardment from the afterbridge 
of the Olympia. 

‘Merritt embarked early on the trans- 
port Zafiro, which stood off in the di- 
rection of Manila, waiting the surren- 
der of the city and take command 

as military Governor. He had 300 
troops aboard the transport Kwong 
Hai to act as escort when he landed. 

‘The troops now have complete pos- 
session of the city, and are dis- 
arming the insurgents who enter. No- 
tice has been given to foreign admirals 
of the opening of the port for com- 
merce. The cable will be repaired im- 
mediately. The military Governor, Gen. 
Mervitt, will take up his residence 
in Manila.’ 

GET HARD KNOCKS. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

TAVANA, Aug. 18.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) It appears to be hard for Span- 
ish officials here to realize that they are 
not absolute masters of the island, 
but it is thotight likely that this fact 
will shortly be impressed upon them in 
an unmistakable manner if they per- 
sist in their actions in restraining trade. 
The latest decision arrived at by the 
local government is to prohibit all 
coasting trade with ports occupied by 
the Americans, but the effect of the 
order cabled to Blanco from Madrid 
today will be to nullify this. 

CUBAN LEADERS WARNED. 
[BY WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Aug. 18 — 
{Exclusive Dispatch.] Gens. Wood and 
Lawton have sent word to the Cubans 


at Cobre and Bayamo, and also to the 


camp of Gen. Castillo that any attempt 
on the part of the Cubans to enter the 
city of Santiago with arms will be re- 
sented by the Americans. The Cubans 
were informed that they might assist 
in the restoration of prosperity to the 
islands by returning to their homes and 
aiding the United States authorities in 
-réestablishing order. Capt. Mendoza 
of Gen. Lawton’s staff, carried this 
mesgage to Castillo, who sent word 
back that he and other Cuban officers 
were trying to check a threatened out- 
break among the Cubans, but that the 
dissatisfied element was very strong. 
Castillo sent men to the. different Cu- 
ban camps urging moderation on the 
part of Cubans, and making it plain 
to them that if any Cubans came to 
Santiago and attempted to enter the 
city by force, American troops would 
stop them, 

Shafter is exceedingly unpopular 
with the Cubans, and a meeting was 
held at one of their camps near the 
city today, which passed a resolution 
expressing gratification that Lawton 
had been appointed to command the 
troops in Santiago. Lawton was in- 
formed of this by a spy, and at once 
sent word to the Cubans that they 
could best show their appreciation by 
putting away their arms and helping 
the Americans restore and- maintain 
order. 

FATHER M’KINNON’S MISSION. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) A Herald special from 
Camp, Dewey; dated August 10, via 
Hongkong, August 17, says: 

“Today Father William ‘D. McKin- 
non, chaplain of the First California 
Regiment, walked along the beach from 
the camp into Manila, about five hun- 
dred yards from Malate. He was fired 
on by a Spanish picket, but was unin- 
jured. The priest walked bravely for- 
ward, and was- met by two captains, 
who escorted him to the Malate fort- 
ress. Father McKinnon, not speaking 
Spanish, communicated with them in 
Latin, and was escorted to Archbishop 
Nozaleda’s palace, where he was re- 
ceived cordially. The archbishop stated 
he was and always had been anxious 
for the restoration of peace, and would 
do all in his power to secure the cessa- 
tion of hostilities. He did not think 
Manila would be surrendered without a 
fight. The Spaniards in the city were 
Starving, but nevertheless he expected 
Gen. Jaudenes to make a last desperate 
effort. 

“The archbishop denied most emphat- 
ically the authorship of the circular 
ascribed to him, exhorting the Span- 
iards to resist Yankee invaders to the 
last drop of blood. As a man of God, 
he said he could not have given utter- 
ance to such sentiments, and that he 
always had been an apostle of peace. 
He bade Father McKinnon a cordial 
adieu, and placed hfs carriage at his 
disposal for a visit to Gen. Jaudenes. 
Father McKinnon received a cordial 
welcome there, too, but the Governor's 
conversation was less peaceable ‘than 
that of the Archbishop of Manila. Gen. 
Jaudenes said he would not give up 
without a struggle. 

“After this interview, Father McKin- 
non, in his carriage, was driven along 
the Luneta and escorted across. the 
lines by Spanish officers. His courag- 
eous act, after he had been fired on in 
a previous unsuccessful attempt, a 
bullet cutting his clothes, is one of the 
most remarkable in modern warfare. 

“Private Edward A, O'Neill of Co. H, 
First California, was accidentally 
killed today by Private John Lunsford 
of the same company. Private Edwin 
L. Young of Co. L, First Oregon Regi- 
ment of Astoria, died from typhoid 
fever. 

“Corp. Ernest Dozier of the Signal 
Corps has been promoted to a ser- 
geancy by Gen. Greene for distin- 
guished gallantry on the field during 
the heavy artillery fire of August 5. A 
telegraph line in the trenches was 
broken, and Dozier repaired it under 
fire with great sang froid, enabling 
communicaton to be maintained with 
headquarters at a critical moment.” 
THEY WANT TO KNOW.

MADRID, Aug. 18.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) The council cabled to Washing- 
ton asking the government for the 
names of the American peace commis- 
sioners. It also cabled to Capt.-Gens.

CONFIRMATORY NEWS OF THE 
HORRIBLE SLAUGHTER. 


Porto Ricans Who Had Raised the 
American Flag Slaughtered by 
Cowardly Spaniards. 


> WOMEN AND CHILDREN SLAIN. 


NATIVES THREATEN VENGEANCE 
THE ASSASSINS, 


McComb’s Battery Loses a Gun and 
Six Horses Over a Precipice. 
News from Santiago—Shafter’s 
Daily Report. 


: [PY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

PONCE, Aug. 17.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The report of a massacre by 
the Spaniards at Ciales Saturday, has 
been confirmed by a letter from that 
place. It appears that the Spanish 
troops who were in town fled on the 
approach of the battery of Americans 
and went to Manite. After they had 
gone the natives hoisted the Ameri- 
can flag, and the news of this was 
taken to Manite. Thereupon 100 Span- 
ish soldiers returned to Ciales. 

The natives, who had been warned 
of their approach, fled to the church 
belfry, where they were attacked. The 
natives had only five rifles, but they 
successfully defended themselves un- 
til all their ammunition was ex- 


pended. Then they were killed in 
cold blood by the Spaniards. The 
latter, not satisfied with killing the 


men, also massacred about one hun- 
dred women and children. The Porto 
Ricans are deeply incensed, and 
threaten vengeance. It is feared there 
will be other massacres in the north- 
ern part of the country. 

McComb’'s battery returned today 
from Gen. Henry’s command. Heavy 
rains have fallen, rendering the 
mountain trail impassable. One gun 
and six horses fell over the precipice. 
Owing to the rain, Gen. Miles has 
postponed his visit to Gen. Wilson’s 
headquarters. 


TALKED IT OVER. 


The President and Gen. Wheeler 


Confer on Cuba. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 17-—Gen. Jo- 
seph Wheeler had a three-quarters-of- 
an-hour conference with the President 
today. The President wanteil to talk 
over the conditions in Cuba with Gen. 
Wheeler. and this was the object of a 
telegraphic summons that brought the 
general here. The President put nu- 
merous questions to the hero of the 
Santiago campaign, and received not 
only an account of his general experi- 
ence in that campaign, but also his 
views on various issues incident to the 
condition of affairs on the island. One 
point that was uppermost, was the 
possibility of a rupture with the Cu- 

ban insurgents.. 

Gen. Wheeler's statements were 
very reassuring. ‘“‘All the friction,’”’ he 
said, ‘between the Americans and Cu- 
bans will soon pass away, and there 
will be harmony and the best of feel- 
ing between them. 

He said there was a class of men in 
Cuba, who had never been friendly to 
the Cubans, but on the contrary had 
been favorable to Spain, who would 
likely do all they could to keep up this 
misunderstanding although he did not 
apprehend any dangerous results. Gen. 
Wheeler suggested the charges against 
the insurgents, of taking articles in the 
field, had extenuating circumstances, 
and especially in view of the starving 
condition of many of them. Gen. 
Wheeler believed the Cubans, in time, 
when freed from oppression and given 
a stable and humane government, 
would become law-abiding and useful 
people. 

The President is solicitous about the 
health of Montauk Point camp, and 
gave explicit instructions verbally to 
Gen. Wheeler as to the conduct of 
the camp. He wanted everything pos- 
sible done for the interests of the men 
at the camp. 


NEW FIGHTING CRAFT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

CHICAGO, Aug. 17.—A special to the 
Record from Washington says: 

“The Navy Department will ask Con- 
gress to authorize the construction of 
the largest and most formidable battle- 
ships and cruisers afloat, vessels with- 
out equals in any foreign fleets, and in- 
comparably superior in offensive 
power, speed and endurance to any of 
the magnificent ships, which four weeks 
ago destroyed Cervera’s squadron. 
This decision, reached at a meeting of 
the Naval Board of Construction, wil] 
be urged upon Congress for prompt ac- 
tion, suported by arguments of a more 
convincing character. The subject was 
taken up at the direction of Secretary 
Long, who desired to have a building 
programme thoroughly considered and 
agreed upon by the highest technical 
experts in the service for presentation 
to the legislative branch of the gov- 
ernment in December. 

“The board practically agreed to be- 
gin the design of the three battleships 
of between 13,000 and 14,000 tons dis- 
placement with at least 19 knots main- 
tained speed. It was also determined 
te recommend three first-class cruis- 
ers of about 12,000 tons, and of not less 
than 22 knots speed; in addition to 
these, a class of protected and partly- 
armored cruisers of between 5000 and 
7000 tons, as well as a new class of 
2500-ton cruisers. The battleships wil] 
be designed to whip any fighting vessel] 
in the world, of whatever class, and the 
cruisers are to be more formidable 
than any vessels of their speed up to 
this time in Europe.” 

The board made no reference to tor- 
pedo boats, and is not d&posed to 
recommend any further increase of the 
fifty-one vessels of that tyne built or 
authorized. 


THEIR DARKNESS LIGHTENED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT,] 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The War 


today received the follow- 
ng: 


“SANTIAGO, Auge. 17, 

“Adjutant-General, Washington: Maj. 
Miley has just returned from Baracoa 
and Sagua de Tenamo. At the two 
Places there was 1756 officers and men 
Surrendered, 2321 stands of arms and 
413,000 rounds of ammunition and five 
Krupp guns, ranging in caliber from 5 
inches down to 12 inches. Troops were 
very short of food, but fifteen days’ 
rations were given them by Maj. Miley 
and a large amount of Red Cross sup- 
plies were landed at the same time at 
both places. These troops knew noth- 
ing whatever of the destruction of Cer- 
vera’s fleet, the fall of Santiago or any 
later events. They accepted the situa- 
tion, however, and appeared to be giad 
of the opportunity of getting home. 
Maj. Miley stated that on the door of 
the commander's office was posted a 
bulletin, purporting to be a telegram 


from the naval commander at Manila, 
informing Sagasta of his great victory 
over Dewey at Manila, and Sagasta’s 
thanks to him for the same. The coun- 
try in the vicinity of these towns is in 
the same condition as that here—ut- 
terly destroyed and grown up. The in- 
habitants said that in eighteen months 
they would be able to raise a crop oft 
bananas, which was the principal prod- 
uct. A regiment of insurgents were 
found in the vicinity of each place, 
camped within a few hundred yards of 
Spanish troops, casually observing each 
other.

It is Just the | Thing for Uncle

ON BOARD THE U. §. CRUISER 
BROOKLYN, Guantanamo Bay, Aug. 
11.—[Correspondence of the Associated 


Press.) The dreary length of time that 
Uncle Sam's quaker-colored war fleet 
has spent in this bay awaiting the out- 
come of the peace negotiations, has 
given everybody,.and especially officers 
— — under the inaction, a chance 
9 reilect upon more peaceful th 

than shooting the enemy’s vessels tae 
steel fragments. The officers of the 
North Atlantic squadron are becoming 
enthusiastic over the desirability of the 
United States holding this bay asa per- 
manent naval bese. It is generally 
agreed that on our southern coast and 
in all the West Indies there is not an 
a that can compare with this 

Here is a hay with a soft bottom in 
Which an anchor finds a good hold, thus 
preventing chains fouling. There is a 
splendid entrance, fully a mile broad 
between the hills that protect it, and 
with the dangerous West Indian reef 
minimized as to its destructive ten- 
dencies by being located only on one 
Side to the west. The hills at the en- 
trance are high enough for all purposes, 
Such as the placing of lighthouses and 
the erection of earthworks fortifica- 
tions. With lights at the entrance, there 
would be no danger in entering the 
harbor at night, and indeed without 
such a guide, the big transatlantic lin- 
ers come in in safety. The entrance 
could easily be mined for protection and 
at short notice. 

Once inside the harbor, its splendid 
facilities are visible. It is a broad ex- 
panse of water of great depth and ex- 
tending north into the island for six 
miles. Of course the depth of forty feet 
does not prevail over the entire expanse 
of the harbor, but at this writing there 
are at least twenty large vessels an- 
chored in the deep and well-sheltered 
portion of the bay, and as many more 
could find good anchorage. 

The survey made by Capt. Sumner 
of the cruiser Columbia, which was 
stopped in 1895 by the Spanish govern- 
ment, shows that there is about two 
and a half square miles of anchorage of 
a depth of forty-five feet or there- 
abouts, and far enough inside to be pro- 
tected from any wind that may blow. 
Then there is about two square miles 
of anchorage for vessels drawing twen- 
ty-four feet or less. In other words, 
the great battleships Iowa, Texas, In- 
diana, Oregon and Massachusetts and 
the cruisers New York and Brooklyn 
could be anchored in the first place, 
while the entire remainder of the Amer- 
ican navy could rest further up the 
bay. Torpedo boats and small! gunboats 
and converted yachts could move in any 
portion of the immense bay. 

There are good land points on small 
bays where dry docks could be con- 
structed and where coaling facilities, 
could be established. Fresh water is 
obtainable at two places, the mouth of 
the Guantanamo River, a mile from 
the entrance and the mouth of the 
Cayamanez River, six miles up the bay. 

The remarkable healthy character of 
the place, considering the general con- 
ditions in respect to the unhealthiness 
of the whole island is demonstrated in 
the entire absence of sickness among 
the marines stationed there. With 
proper sanitary precautions there need 
be no fear of sickness, and it is evi- 
dent that sickness among the resident 
population in the cities near here is 
due to the lack of sanitary precautions 
and the filthiness of the inhabitants. 


TICKLED TO DEATH. 


Natives of Adjuntas Unable to 
Express Their Joy. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 

PONCE (Porto Rico,) Aug. 13.—The 
Porto Rican natives, especially the 
poor classes, have given us the most 
enthusiastic welcome. They had 
dreamed for years of the time when 
the hand of the oppressors would be 
removed from their throats: and now 
it has come. With tne excepticn of a 
few of the vieh, they seem to care 
little about the independence of the 
island. The old revolutionists, ambi- 
tious for political power, inquire 
anxiousty if we will retnin pessession 
of the island, and shout enthusiasti- 
cally. Buta gicat many care little for 
independence, apyacrentiy sure of the 
conviction that we carre to drive out 
the Spaniards. 

Last Tuesday the writer accompa- 
nied a reconnoitering expedition under 
Gen. Roy Stone of Pennsylvania, into 
the mountains north of Ponce. It was 
remarkable in more ways than one. 
Gen. Miles had ascertained that the 
enemy's position at Aibonito was al- 
most impregnable, and he had decided 
to turn the left flank of the Spanish 
position by landing Gen. -Brooke at 
Arroyo and moving his column to 
Cayey, in the rear of the Spanish posi- 
tion at Aibonito. The advisabllity of 
a movement by our left flank was also 
discussed. This could be done if the 
road across the mountains to Arecibo 
on the north coast was passable. 

The reports were that there was a 
fine carriage road from Utuabo to 
Aibonita. The only question was as to 
the character of the road as far as the 
former point. Gen. Stone volunteered 
to make the reconnoissance. He took 
with bim several men of the Signal 
Corps, four newspaper correspondents 


T.] 


in carriages, armed with Remingtons, 
and Co. C of the Second Wisconsin. 
The start was made at noon. ‘The 
road led straight up to the top of the 
mountain for ten miles, and the in- 
fantry was soon far behind. The car- 
riages were drawn by native ponies, 
and went up the mountains on a gal- 
lop, except when the reckless drivers 
stood up to breathe the animals. It 
was right into the heart of the enemy's 
country. 

The road rises to an altitude of 5000 
feet, and right into San Juan. It is a 
marvelous piecs of engineering. At 
times it is hewn out of solid rock, 
hanging over sheer cliffs, a thousand 
feet\deep. The scenery of the Alps, 
though bolder of course; is not more 
beautiful. Everything is covered with 
luxurious tropical verdure, even the 
rocks. Brilliant and flowering plants 
and trees splash the creek with vivid 
color. Once at the top, the completed 
military road is ended, and then we 
started on to Adjuntas, ten miles off. 
The drivers drive like Jehus. The ve- 
hicles have no brakes, and the little 
ponies on the descent were on the 
dead run to keep away from the 
wheels. Bounding, turning, swaying, 
now an inch from a precipice on but 
two wheels, and now swinging into 
the. side of the cliff, the occupants 
holding on for dear life, the vehicles 
went at a terrific pace as the drivers 
whipped their mad beasts. One false 
step would have sent us off whirling 
into space. No other drivers could 
have accomplished the feat. One more 
déscent we went tearing down, into 
the town. As rapidly as the pace had 
been growing, we drove on at a gal- 
lop. The women and children lining 
the streets, bombarded us with bou- 
quets of roses, fuschias and wild flow- 
ers, while the men, who formed the 
back ground, cheered and cried: “Down 
with Spain.” 

A quaint little town, in the moun- 
tains, it has ae picturesque square, 
where the people can gather to cheer 
and welcome. They had some Ameri- 
can flags, which were waved every- 
where. The Alcalde welcomed Gen. 
Stone formally, but the latter made 
the assembled populace a speech from 
the veranda of the town hall. In their 
enthusiasm, the people could not wait 
for translation. 
cheered. Then they cheered the trans- 
lation. It was dark when the formali- 
ties were over, and every citizen con- 
stituted himself a reception commit- 
tee, beseging the members of the party 
with invitatons to dinner. Gen. Stone 
fintlly accepted the imvitatioi ofa rich 
English engineer, who had lived there 
fifty-four years. His children spoke 
nothing but Spanish aind French, and 
the old gentleman was so delighted 
that he can still speak English, that 
he would not take “No” for an an- 
swer. 

“TI was so afraid I had forgotten my 
native language,” he said, speaking 
slowly, as if groping for his words. “Of 
course, I can. I read English books, 
but mo one here speaks English, and 
the words sound strange to me. It is 
like a memory of former existence to 
hear you talk. But it is a pleasure. 
I thank God an English-speaking peo- 
ple has come at last.” 

The correspondents insisted upon go- 
ing to the hotel, taking with them a 
half-dozen natives, who had _ been 
pressing their invitations, and we had 
dinner wth half the town at the doors 
and windows. Our guests wanted to 
drink to our healths at every pause in 
the conversation, and several times 
during each of the courses. 
peared intensely grieved when we de- 
clined to sample all the different kinds 
of wine they offered us. 

After we had finished, the natives 
began to show alarm. They had sup- 
posed that many troops were behind 
us. Two hundred Spaniards had re- 
treated through the town in the morn- 
ing, and the natives feared they would 
return. We informed them that our 
troops would be up in an hour, though 
we knew they were miles behind. After 
a council of war, Gen. Stone decided 
to suggest to the natives, the advisa- 
bility of their maintaining a line of 
outposts around the city, pending the 
arrival of our troops. This they agreed 
to do, while we arranged our sleeping 
quarters. But the enemy did not ap- 
pear. Several times, crowds came un- 
der our windows and awoke us with 
cheers. 


APPRECIATES COURAGE. 


Admiral Cervera Comments on 


Hobson’s Bravery. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—There was 
considerable hand-clapping and some 
cheers at 7 o'clock this morning, when 
Admiral Cervera landed from the Fall 
River Line steamship Priscilla, at the 
foot of Murray street. While on the 
boat, a passenger shook hands with 
Cervera, and remarked: “I am glad to 
know that you were kind to Hobson.” 

‘Lieut. Hobson is a brave young man 
and I admired his courage,” answered 
the admiral. 

Admiral Cervera is on his way back 
to Annapolis. When he reaches there 
he expects to complete arrangements 
for his transfer back to Spain. 


AT SANTIAGO. 


Patients Going Aboard—Refu- 


gees Return to Town. | 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SANTIAGO, Aug. 17, §:20 p.m. —[By 
West Indian Cable.] Three hundred 
and seventy-five patients from the 
hospital: at Siboney were brought 
to Santiago this afternoon, and 
will leave on the “hospital ship 
Quitania tomorrow.

Over six hundred refugees from the 
province of Santiago have returned 
within two days from Jamaica. They 
are mostly planters, and their fam- 
ilies. The authorities are finding 
great difficulty in maintaining disci- 
pline in the city. The immune sol- 
diers are causing much trouble, and, 
though the city is being patrolled by 
the Eighth Illinois Regiment (col- 
ored,) it will be necessary to sup- 
plant them with a specially organized 
police force. 

The Asociated Press correspondent 
today visited the wrecks of the war- 
ships of Admiral Cervera’s fleet. Capt. 
Sharp of the Merritt Wrecking Com- 
pany is working vigorously to float 
the Maria Teresa, and expects to get 
her afloat and in such condition as to 
enable her to come to Santiago within 
a fortnight. The Maria Teresa has 
a hole fifteen feet long in her bottom, 
very close to the keel. This is being 
closed and stopped avith unriveted 
plates, solder and cement and bag- 


ng. 

Capt. Sharp suggest bringing the 
Maria Teresa first to Santiago for 
temporary repairs, and then taking 
her to Havana, Where it will be pos- 
sible to patch her up sufficiently for 
her to undertake the voyage -north. 
He thinks the vessel can be fixed so 
as to make her available as a first- 
rate cruiser. 

Capt. Sharp, however, has no san- 
guine hopes of saving the Cristobal 
Colon. In fact, he considers the task 
practically impossible, despite the 


contrary opinion entertained by some, 
and he could not guarantee that the 
vessel can be floated. The salvage of

GOT NO SPASMS, 


Apathy of tne 


Amazes Live People. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 

LONDON, Aug. 17.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Times corespondent at Ma- 
drid says: 

“The resignation of the educated 
classes and the fatalistic apathy of the 
masses seem to be alarming, even to 
the conservatives. Today their organ, 
El Tiempo, in an article commonly at- 
tributed to Sefior Silvela, sounds a 
warning note which is attracting much 
attention. After quoting a passage 
from Isaiah and expressing regret that 
in Spain there is no man like the He- 
brew prophets of old to reproach the 
rulers with their hardness of heart, 
the writer laments-the fact that there 
is no perceptible agitation in the pub- 
lic mind and no movement among the 
people. 

**A short time ago,’ the article says, 
‘it was feared that foreign complica- 
tions might produce internal disturb- 
ances threatening the very life of the 
nation. Now the contrary result is 
apprehended. The nation has been so 
chloroformed that it seems in danger 
of collapse from weakness of the 
heart’s action. No nfatter where the 
doctor puts his finger, he feels no 
pulse. If this continues, decomposi- 
tion and death must ensue. 

"The war with the ungrateful sons 
of Cuba failed to stir national senti- 
ment, and even the struggle with an 
aggressive foreign power with its dis- 
asters and territorial losses hardly 
stirred the surface of popular senti- 
ment. Spain is expelled] from vast 
regions which she _ djscovered, con- 
quered and civilized without even the 
patriotic consolaton of occasional mili- 
tary success. Yet one remarks no 
spasm ofr national conscience; and so 
great is the general indifference that 
a large section of the public regards 
with sympathy the press censorship 
which prevents the newspapers from 
disturbing their comfortable repose. 
All this indicates too clearly a pro- 
found and regretable change in the 
national character, and it becomes the 
duty of those who have the direction 
of public affairs to find a remedy for 
the dangerous disease which threatens 
to undermine the vital forces of the 
body politic.’ 

“So far this modern emulator of the 
Hebrew prophets is clear enough in 
admonitions to his hard-hearted and 
stiff-necked fellow-countrymen, but 
when he comes to recommend a rem- 
edy, he is not quite as clear and prac- 
tical as could be expected. 

“ ‘it is necessary,’ he says, ‘without 
being deterred by the sorrows, sacri- 
fices and risks of party dissensidns, to 
raise the moral sense of the central 
government.

“If this authoritative utterance was 
not actually written, it was at least 
sanctioned by Sefior Silvela, and it is 
regarded in many quarters as a semi- 
offical announcement that the Con- 
servative party intends to abandon the 
attitude of benevolent neutrality, 
which has been maintained toward 
Sefior Sagasta and his Cabinet, since 
the commencement of the war. Such, 
indeed, seems the only logical inference 
to he drawn from the article as a 
whole. But Spanish politicians, even 
those who are most logical in their 
discourses, are not always logical in 
their conduct. If not a party declara- 
tion of war, it is at least a friemdly 
hint to Sefior Sagasta that, in the opin- 
ion of the Conservative party, the time 
has come for the reéstablishing of their 
constitutional guarantee and the con- 
vokng of the Cortes.”

What Britain, Russia and Japan are 
Doing to ts. : 

[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT] 
CHICAGO, Aug. 17.—The Record

The Japanese 
deserted just as the crop is ready for 
harvest, and the result may be a@ con- 
siderable loss to beet-growers. There 
are about seventeen hundred acres in 
beets in the valley this season. The 
men, before leaving, had given orders 
on their employers to merchants for 
provisions, probably amounting to more 
than was due them in wages.

Barr Pleads Guilty, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT J 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 17.—A fatal 
accident occurred on the bay today, 
when the government tugboat Mc- 
Dowell ran into the launch of the 
transport ship Scandia, which was out 
for a trial, having on board Capt. Fs 
W. Hart of the Scandia and a party 
of ladies and gentlemen. The names of 
the parties on the launch were: Mrs. 
Charles E. Paxton, Mrs. Douglas.Cone 
of Red Bluff, wife of the son of J. 5S. 
Cone, who was @ very wealthy rancher 
of Tehama county; Mrs. Peterson, a 
friend of Mrs. Cone; Capt. Hart of the 
Scandia; Third Officer Thompson of 
the Scandia, who was stering; Assist- 
ant Engineer Hillman of the Scandia; 
Quartermaster O. Jones; Quartermaster 
S. Lubrano; Fireman Dailey and Na- 
thaniel T. Messer, Jr., whose father 
has been lately appointed quartermas- 
ter in the army, and is attached to the 
Scandia with the rank of captain. 

The launch was headed straight for 
Goat Island, and when about one hun- 
dred feet from the head of the wharf 
th: steamer McDowell was seen ap- 
proaching on the port side. The gov- 
ernment boat was headed for Clay- 
street wharf, and those who witnessed 
the accident stated that, without stop- 
ping, she struck the launch on the port 
side, near the stern, turning her over 
and throwing the occupants into the 
water. 

Mrs. Charles E. Paxton, wife of a 
local stock-broker, was drowned, and 
but for the prompt assitance of boat- 
men from the water front all the oc- 
cupants of the launch would have met 
a similar fate. In connection with the 
loss of life. serious charges of incompe- 
tency and willful neglect are made 
against the officers and crew of the 
McDowell, who are accused not only of 
causing the accident, but also of not 
using any efforts to save any of the 
persons who were in danger of drown- 
ing. Indignation on the water front ran 
so high, that for a time it looked as 
if the crew of the McDowell would be 
summarily dealt with. First Officer 
Grimm was in charge of the Me- 
Dowell. 

The launch blew one whistle, which 
was intended to give Grimm the signal 
to pass astern. Grimm replied to the 
blast, and prepared to pass between 
the launch and the dock. Suddenly the 
smaller vessel! seemed to slacken its 
speed. There was no time to be fost. 
The McDowell's wheel spun around and 
simultaneously several persons shouted 
to the occupants of the launch: “Go 
ahead, there; go ahead; you'll be run 
down.” The warning came too late. 
Striking the small boat a glancing blow 
the McDowell sheered off, but the force 
of the collision lifted the launch until 
its rail went under water. In a twin- 
kle it filled and sank to its rail. The 

_ stern then went down, but the bow 
remained above water for some time, 


being kept afloat by an airtank located 
there. 


BIG MONEY IN IT. 


Summer Slunicing in the Klondike 


Paying Very Well. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Aug. 17.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] On the steamer 
Discovery, which arrived today from 
Dyea, came fourteen men, fresh from 
the metropolis of Klondike. Among 
them savas Thomas Magee, Jr., of San 
Francisco, who owns valuable gold- 
producing property on Bonanza and 
El Dorado creeks. News brought by 
the Discovery from Dawson is as late 
as August 2. Summer diggings are 
now being worked to good advantage 
throughout the camp, and every week 
the clean-ups made by workers add 
to the golden store of wealth gathered 
in the cabins of miners, and the 
vaults of trading companies and the 
banks of Dawson. 

A few days before the Discovery's 
pasengers left-Dawson a clean-up was 
made on Dick Lowe's fractional claim 
on Bonanza Creek, at the mouth of 
Skookum Gulch. Four men shoveling 
into sluice boxes, cleaned up over $7000 
in four hours. This is only one of 
the claims that is being worked this 
summer. 

The process of mining gold in the 
Klondike district is passing through 
a process of evolution, according to 
the pasengers on the Discovery. Mine 
owners have found that they can dig 
gold out of the frozen gravel beds at 
a cost of 60 to 80 per cent. cheaper 
in summer than in winter. Estimates 
of the gold production from the sum- 
mer diggings, are placed by well- 
posted men on the Discovery at from 
$3,500,000,000 to $5,000,000,000. 

Work on a big scale is being done 
this summer by Skiff Mitchell ana 
others on No. 1, El Dorado. The 


Berry brothers’ claims, Nos. 4, 5 and 


6, El Dorado, are also being worked 
this summer. On Nos. 36 and 37, Ff 
Dorado, McDonald and Stiles have a 
large force of men at work, and every 
clean-up yields a big sack of dust. 
Charles Anderson on No. 29, El Dorado, 
and Alex McDonald and Billy Leak 
on Nos. 30 and 31, have a big. gang 
of miners at work at summer sluie- 
ing. A nugget weighing $400 was 
picked up on No. 36, El Dorado, late 
in August. 


BARR PLEADS GUILTY,

Perley, setting forth what he had 
done, the intention being to defraud. 


WEATHER AND CROPS, 


Extremely High Temperatures Affect 
Water and Fruits, . 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 17.—The fol- 
lowing summary of the climate and 
crop conditions for the week ending 
August 15, has been issued by the De- 
partment of griculture,\ California di- 
vision: Extremely high’ temperatures 
prevailed throughout the interior, in 
some sections reaching the highest .on 
record. Grapes and berries have suf- 
fered severely. The water supply is 
failing, except in the vicinity of Red- 
lands and Bernardino, where 
thunderstorms in the mountains have 

been of great benefit. 

Alfalfa yields a small second crop. 
Grain harvest is about completed. 
Raisin-picking will begin within the 
week. In the central and northern 
coast regions, cooler weather and fogs 
have been favorable to maturing 
crops. Fruit is ripening rapidly, giv- 
ing generally a fair yield. Oranges are 
looking well in all sections, 


NO END OF GOLD. 


Steam Schooner Rival also Brings a 
Quantity of Dast. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Aug. 
17.—The steam schooner Rival arrived 
tocay, fourteen days from St. Mich- 
aels, with 100 passengers from Daw- 
son City. There were a few miners

MORE OF THE SAME.

SEATTLE, Aug. 17.—Three = small 
steamers arrived here today from 
Alaska with 150 passengers, with their 
Stories of the lights and shades of 
the Alaska gold prospectors’ life. 
About one-third of them, only, were 
included in the list of fortunate ones. 
Their combined sacks of gold dust 
are estimated at $100,000. 

Advices from Pine Creek, near Lake 
Tagish, where a rich strike was re- 
ported a few days ago, say that the 
diggings are not so rich as reported.

Inspector Stryckland of 
the mounted police says the gold will 
average fully $3 an ounce more than 
Klondike.

The regular session of the Board of 
Fire Commissioners yesterday was de- 
voted to the consideration of routine 
business.

THE FIRE COMMISSION. 


ONLY ROUTINE BUS!INESS AT ITS 
REGULAR MEETING. 


Information as to Bonds Reing Sent 
to Eastern Buyers—Complaint of 
Irrigators to Be Heard by a 
Council Committee. 


The regular session of the Board 
of Fire Commissioners yesterday was 
devoted exclusively to the considera- 
tion of matters of routine, about which 
there was no division or debate what- 
ever. President Silver presided and all 
members of the commission were pres- 
ent except Mr. Wells. The weekly re- 
port of the Chief with reference to 
fires showed that the department had 
responded to but three alarms dur- 
ing the past week, and that the total 
loss at the fires causing these alarms 
did not exceed $50. 

The attention of the commission was 
called by Commissioner Sabichi to the 
sanitary condition of the No. 3 en- 
gine house near the Plaza, there being 
no sewer connections with that house. 
The matter was referred to the Chief 
with instructions to notify the owner 


of the building to have the proper 
connections made. 

A requisition for the hire of a team 
of horses used on July 4, at a special 
hose house established for that day, 
was approved, as were a number of 
other demands. The commission was 
officially notified “that’ hereafter the 
Council will insist upon the observance 
of the rule which provides that requi- 
sitions must first be approved before 
purchases are made. 

A number of owners of property in 
the vicinity of North Bain and San 
Fernando streets petitioned the board 
to take steps to secure the removal 
from that corner of a fire hydrant. It 
was stated that the hydrant leaks so 
badly as to flood the street at times. 
‘The petition was referred to the Chief 
with power to act. 

The matter of the report of the Chief 
on the changes, transfers and dismiss- 
als in the department since the civil 
service rules went into effect was not 
taken up. Commissioner Wells had or- 
dered the report and as he wWas not 
present it was not filed, although it 
is in the hands of the Chief. 

The petition of G. G. Wickson & 
Co., for permission to operate an oljl- 
burning boiler and engine at No. 715 
Turner street was referred to the Chief. 
An application from F. B. Smith for 
appointment as callman was received 
and placed on file. 


BOND PROCEEDINGS. 


Abstract of City Records Being Sent 
to Eastern Bankers, 

City Clerk Hance is mailing to all 
the bond-buying firms whose address 
he has, copies of the abstract of the 
proceedings for the issuance by the 
city of fire department, bridge, park 
and tunnel bonds, authorized at the 
recent special election for that pur- 
pose. The abstract has been published 
in a neat volume of thirty-five pages. 
It contains all the extracts from the 
records of the city which have the 
least bearing upon the bond fSsues, and 
shows just what steps were taken before 
and after the elections. The whole is 
properly ceritfied to by the City Clerk. 
Following the statement of the pro- 
ceedings of the Council with reference 
to the matter is published a statement 
of the entire bonded indebtedness of 
the city and other statistics of interest. 

The purpose of placing copies of this 
abstract in the hands of the leading 
bond buyers of the country is to se- 
cure for the city as much competition 
as possible when the bonds are placed 
on the market. The advertisement for 
bids on the several issues of bonds 
is now being published in this city and 
in New York, and these bids will be 
opened next month in the Council. It is 
known that several of the eastern 
banking firms will send representatives 
to this city to bid on the bonds, and 
as a result of the competition between 
them it is expected that the bonds will 
be sold at.a premium which will be suf- 
ficient to more than cover the cost 
of the special elections and all other 
costs incident to the issue of the bonds. 


WANT MORE WATER, 


Irrigators not Satisfied With What 
is Allotted to Them. 

The Zanja Committee of the City 
Council will tomorrow take un the 
petition from the ir tors who use 
avater from what is known as Zanja 
No. 7, asking for a more equitable 
distribution of the water in the zanja 
system. The petitioners will be repre- 
sented before the committee by at- 
torneys, and will endeavor to secure a 
favorable report on the matter by 
the committee. They do not ques- 
tion the right of the city to sell wa- 
ter to consumers inside the city, but 
they do object to any of the corpora- 
tions to whom water is sold receiving 
more than their agreement calls for. 
The two corporations now using a 
portion of the water in that zanja 
against which complaint is made, are 
the Cudahy Packing Company and the 
National Ice Company, and these com- 
panies, the petitioners assert, are se- 
curing more aater than they are en- 
titled to. The irrigators are of the 
opinion that each of these companies 
could be supplied with water from 
what is not flowing in the zanjas, but 
is said to be going to waste in the 
river near their plants. Each of the 
companies has a contract with the 
city which provides that before’ the 
contract can be annulled a notice 
must be served on them several 
months in advance of the enforced 
expiration of the contract. The as- 
sertion by the petitioners that they 
are not receiving as much water pro- 
portionately as some of the other irri- 
gators, is denied in the Water Over- 
seer’s office, the scarcity of water in 
zanja No. 7 being due to the general 
searcity resulting from the unusually 
dry season. 


EXPECT A FLOOD. 


Precautions to Save City Bridges to 
Be Taken at Once. 

The work of clearing the river bed 
of the growth of willows and brush 
that has accumulated during the 
year will probably be ordered by the 
City Council as soon as the estimate 
of the cost is presented.

McNeil tock advantage of one of these 
Visits to take the child and skip out to 
Kawlins, Wyo., where at tnat time the 
child's tather. Was working. After some 
trouble, Mr. ana Mrs. MMuisesell discov- 
ered the whereabouts of Vera, and a 
trip had to be mede to Rawiins and 
a lot of trouble gone through pbetfore 
Vera was recovered and brought back 
to Los Angeles. Despite the part that 
Mrs. McNeil had played in tne transac- 
tion, Mrs. Mikesell refused to take any 
legal steps against her mother. On 
the contrary, when the old lady came 
back to this city her daugnater and son- 
in-law consented that the past should 
be buried out of sight. But Mrs. Mc- 
Neil was not content; she claimed that 
while Vera was with her the father 
had supported her, and she, with more 
or less constancy, kept nagging in an 
attempt to have the child again per- 
mitted to visit her. About a month 
ago she pleaded poverty to her daugh- 
ter, but showed no inclination to ac- 
cept the home offered her by her 
daughter and husband. About a week 
ago Mrs. Mikesell was quite ill, and 
her mother took the opportunity of 
the mother being confined to her bed to 
again abduct Vera. This time, how- 
ever, she did not get very far before 
the child was missed, and Mr. Mikesell 
overtook his mother-in-law and recap- 
But Mrs. Mc- 
Neil is a dauntless old lady, if actions 
are a fair criterion. 


On Tuesday night she went to her 
daughter, complaining that she was 


sick and nervous, and desired that 
Vera be allowed to accompany her 
home and sleep with her. Being im- 
portunate, Mrs. Mikesell finally con- 
sented, but yesterday morning, when 
Vera failed to return home, suspicion 
was aroused. It was discovered that 
Mrs. McNeil and Vera had left the old 
lady’s place of abode, leaving on the 
door a card of intimation that they had 
gone to Santa Monica for a few days. 
Investigation revealed the fact, how- 
ever, that railroad tickets had heen 
purchased for a northern point, either 
Spokane or Syracuse, Wyo., and unless 
quick action was taken it was realized 
that more trouble and expense in re- 
covering possession of the child would 
have to be incurred. Mrs. Mikesell 
could do nothing, having taken to her 
bed with an hysterical attack, but her 
husband visited the District Attorney's 
office yesterday and poured out the 
story of the trouble as narrated above 
into the sympathetic ear of Asst. Dist.- 
Atty. Williams. A complaint was 
quickly drawn and sworn to in the 
Township Court, and then a warrant 
was issued for the arrest of Mrs. Mc- 
Neil on the charge of abducting the 
child Vera. A message was sent click- 
ing over the wires to Bakersfield, giv- 
ing a description of the woman and 
child, and it is not to be presumed they 
will pursue their trip north.

“dh A LEONIS HEIR. 
Michel Leonta Dies at Bayonne, 
France, Without a Will. 
Yet another little kink has heen 


added to the legal complications that 
envelop the heirs of the Leonis estate 
by the death at Bayonne, France, in 
July, of Michel Leonis. Yesterday 
Leon Loeb, French Vice-Consul, peti- 
tioned the court for letters of admin- 
istration of the estate of the deceased 
as the nominee of Marianne Leonis, 
the sister of the deceased Michel. 

It was set forth tn the petition that 
the estate consists of two twenty-fifths 
interest in the Elizabeth Lake lands, 
which inelude about 7900 acres given 
up to agriculture; and which interest 
is’ valued at $8000. It is alleged also 
that there are moneys in the hands of 
William J. Variel, FEsq., trustee of the 
estate of the late Miguel Leonis, but 
the amount is unknown to the peti- 
tioner. 

Michel Leonis Was a widower, and 
died intestate, his heirs at law being 
Irma and Marie Lecnis, his daughters, 
who have resided with their father in 
France. 


A DISTINCTION DRAWN. 
Popular Misapprehension Regarding 
Expert Witnesses’ Fees. 


In passing upon certain claims filed 
with the Board of Supervisors, the 
question of fees to be paid for expert 
evidence in criminal cases, has come 
up. It does not appear to be generally 
known that in this State “expert” tes- 
timony does not entitle a witness to 
demand any fee whatever. At first 
slance it might seem as if compelling 
a citizen to serve the State without pay 
is quite as much of a hardship as to 
take his property for public use without 
compensation. Yet the latter is pro- 
hibited by nearly all American consti- 
tutions, while the former is not entirely 
‘prohibited by any of them. 

In Oregon, Indiana and Tennessee the 
comstitutions provide that man’s 
particular gervices’’ shall be demanded 
or his property taken without com- 
pensation, But even under this pro- 
Vision it is held that ordinary services 
such as may be required of all citi- 
zens or officials by law ere not such 
“particular” services as to require com- 
pensation. £9 in a recent Lilinois case 
it has been held that the services of 
expert witnesses are demandable with- 
out other compensation than ordinary 
witness fees. In many ways the services 
of a citizen are subject to the call of 
the State. Men are often compelled 
to serve as jurors with only nominal 
compensation, and they may be com- 
pelled to work on the highways, or 
serve in the militia or ermy in time of 
war. 
by constitutional guarantees, and noe 
similar constitutional protection af- 
forded egainst enforced personal ser- 
vice to the State without pay is some- 
what strange. The only reason adduced 
by way of explanation is in the greater 
difficulty of measuring just compensa- 
tion for services than for property. and 
also the fear that the State would be 
crippled in attempting to pay for such 
services. 

In this State an expert may and does 
receive compensation for what he does, 
but nothing for what he says. In 
other words, if a medical expert makes 
an autopsy, or a chemist an analysis, 
they will each receive compensation 
for such work, but not one cent for 
testifying from the witness stand re- 
garding the result of their delibera- 
tions.

SAN FRANCISCO, 17.—The 
transport steamers Arizona and Scan- 
dia are under orders to sail. Word was 
received from the War Department to- 
day approving the recommendation of 
Maj.-Gen.° Merriam, advising that 
these two vessels be sent to Manila, 
independent of any further call for 
troops from Gen. Merritt.

The remain- 
ing troops of the expeditionary forces, 
including the Seventh California, will 
remain here, pending the telegram ex- 
pected from Gen. Merritt. The Austra- 
lia and City of Sydney are under char- 
ter to the government, and will be used 
for the transportation of any troops 
called for by him. 
The Arizona will sail immediately, 
getting into the stream Friday after- 
noon and sailing Saturday morning.

V.: recruits for the Tenth Regiment, 
Pennsylvania Volunteers, Lieut.-Col.

Hioldman, commanding; recruits for the 
First Regiment, Colorado Volunteers, 
Capt. F. W. Carroll, commanding. 
This will leave the Third Battalion, 
Twenty-third Infantry, Maj. G. A. 
Goodall commanding, and the officers 
attached, and the recruits for the-#ec- 
ond Regiment, Oregon Volunteers, to 
sail on the Scandia with the remaining 
members of the hospital corps, and two 
companies and a half, the headquarters 
and band of the New York Volunteers, 
the last bound for Honolulu.

MUSTERING OUT. 


President’s Order Will Affect 


Many Thousand Men.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—At mid- 
night tonight the President announced 
his decision to muster out of the ser- 
vice from 75,000 to 100,000 of the volun- 
teers.

Picher Wins the Final from Bell 
and Will Contest the Champion- 
ship With Freeman. 


THEIR BATTLE COMES TODAY. 


FREEMAN THE FAVORITE, BUT HIS 
©PPONENTS PLAY GOOD. 


Some Remarkable Scores Made in 
Yesterday’s Events—The Tourna- 
iment Drawing Large Crowds, 
Interesting Programme, 


From thirty-two entries down to one 
man the great all-comers’ singles ten- 
nis tournament at Santa Monica has 
progressed with the regularity of clock- 
work. Improvement has been apparent 
from day to day in every way, in the 
tennis, in the attendance, and even in 
the weather. Monday’s play was good 
in many ways, but decidedly one-sided 
in others. The matches Tuesday were 
all interesting and often close. The 
improvement ended in one grand cli- 
max yesterday afternoon with the 
meeting of Picher and Bell in the finals 
to decide who should play Freeman 
for the championship of Southern Cali- 
fornia. Picher won the match and 
tournament by the almost overpower- 
ing score of 7-5, 5-7, 3-6, 6-3, 6-2. It 
was his indominitable will, his steadi- 
ness and his experience which won him 
the match. His entire play from the 
first round has been one unbroken en- 
deavor to attain the greatest degree 
of his possibilities. He has done well 
and covered himself with glory, but 
there are still greater possibilities to 
be attained. Should he defeat Free- 
man this afternoon the end will be 
reached. But even as the skill of the 
men he has met has grown a little 
greater with each step toward the win- 
ning of the tournament, sa will he 
find it this afternoon. It is a long 
stride into the championship, and there 
is no such thing as taking it “in two 
yumps.” It is hard to judge the result, 
as Freeman has not played in any 
match as yet, but unless Picher han- 
dies short lobs in a swifter manner 
than he did yesterday, and unless he 
keeps the balls nearer the side lines he 
will be defeated.

M’KINLEY AND FAURE. 


The Two Presidents Communicate 
Over a New Cable Line. 
[ASSUCLATED PRESS DAY ‘REPORT, } 
WASHINGTON, 17.—President 
McKinley and President Faure of 
France today exchanged direct felici- 
tations over the relations of the two 
countries and expressions of mutual es- 
teem of the two chief executives. The 
occasion was the opening of a new 
cable between Cape Cod, Mass., 


and 
Brest, on the French coast, and the 
Wires were connected to effect a 


through circuit between the White 
House at Washington and the Presi- 
dential Palace at Havre. 

It was 10:25 o'clock this morning when 
M. Camdon, the French Ambassador; 
M. Theibaut, the First Secretary, and 
Ambassador Cambon’s young son, to- 
gether with Acting Secretary of State 
Moore arrived at the White House. 
They were ushered upstairs and finally 
into the war room, where Representa- 
tive Taylor of Ohio joined the party. 
There was first a test of wires, begin- 
ning with the line from here to Cape 
Cod, and thence to Havre. When all 
was in readiness, President McKinley, 
Acting Secretary Moore, M. Camdon 
and son, and M, Thiebaut and Repre- 
sentative Taylor stood back of the 
key, while President Faure and some 
friends were at the Paris end. The 
message from M, Faure was as follows: 

“To His Excellency, Mr. McKinley, 
President of the United States of 
It affords me special pleas- 
ure to inaugurate the new submarine 
communication which will unite more 
directly than heretofore our two coun- 
tries by addressing to you an expres- 
sion of the feeling of the sincere sym- 
pathy existing between the French re- 
public and the republic of the United 
States. I desire also to renew to you, 
Mr. President, the assurance of my 
high esteem and constant friendship. 

[Signed] “PAURE.” 

A minute later, at 10:36 o’clock, Pres- 
ident McKinley sent the following re- 
sponse: 

“To His Excellency, M. Faure, Pres- 
ident of the Republic of France: I am 
happy to believe that every addition to 
the means of communication between 
two countries can only aid to keep 
alive and to strengthen that feeling of 
cordial good will which has so strik- 
ingly characterized their relations, 
both in early and in recent times. 
Permit me, Mr. President, most heartily 
to reciprocate your expressions of es- 
teem and friendship. 

[Signed] “WILLIAM M’KINLPY.” 

The French Ambassador was pres- 
ent at the personal invitation of Pres- 
ident McKinley.

CHICAGO, Avg. 17.—Corn was the leader 


of the markets today. Conditions have been 


propitious for « recovery from the severe 
setback which the corn crop suffered in 
consequence of the late drought, and the 
present outlook was said to be vastly more 
assuring. The start was fairly steady at 
about the previous day’s closing fizures, but 
the strength did not last long. Very soon 
it became apparent that big lines of long 
corn were for sale, and that brought out 
smaller lots in large numbers. At every 
slight reaction during the session offerings 
overwhelmed the buyers so that, at last, 
shorts that hed been willing to take moder- 
ate profits, held off and deprived sellers of 
their chief customers. The market contin- 
ued to decline right up to the close; Septem- 
ber, 144 on the day. 

Wheat was momentarily weak at the 
opening, and then turned strong. The 
start for September* was at from 654@65%, 
compared with 65% bid at the close yester- 
day; in the course of an hour it rose to 
657%, and turned down again from that point 
on account of weakness in corn. The re- 
ceipts of wheat were so small that short 
sales for September seemed risky, and ex- 
tremely so in connection with the fact that 
at the same time September was worth 
only 65% in the pit. No. 2 red winter was 
sold for shipment at 70% in store. The 
early advance to 65% for September was 
more the result of light offerings than of 
heavy purchases, and the buying was for 
the most part to cover wheat previously 
sold short. Antwerp reported a decline 
there of 37:4 centimes, or 2 cents a bushel 
for American red. The clearances from 
Atlantic and Gulf ports were heavy, aggre- 
gating 729.000 busbels in wheat and flour, 
but even that strong feature failed of hav- 
ing more than a momentary effect. The 
close was a quarter of a cent lower for 
September and December lost %. Oats were 
active and relatively stronger than corn, 
although the weakness in that market had 
a depressing influence. September closed 
14a%, lower. Provisions were generally 
easy, offerings being in excess of the de- 
mand.

COLORED VOTERS TAKING A HAND 
’ IN COUNTY POLITICS. 


‘Trying to Heal Dissensions—Fire at 
West Fork of the San Gabriel, 
Iee Factory to Be Started in 
Pasadena, 


PASADENA, Aug. 17.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The busiest people in Pasadena 
tonight are the colored politicians who are 
making efforts to close up the breach be- 
tween the two factions of their race in this 
city. They have called a mass-meeting of 
colored voters for Friday evening for that 
purpose. The managers were much disap- 
pointed over their. failure to elect a colored 
delegate to the Republican State convention, 
a disappointment due entirely, as they ad- 
mit, to the lack of union in their own 
ranks and net to any unwillingness of 
the rest of the caucus. It was agreed that 
‘the colored element should have one dele- 
gate and at a meeting of negro Republi- 
‘cans held the night before the caucus, J. C. 
Jackson was elected to run for the place. 

But the dissensions started during the 
recent session of the Afro-American Con- 
gress were still alive. and some of Jack- 
son's opponents, remembering how ‘Troop 
D” got the cold shoulder and the marble 
‘heart and all that sort of thing from the 
“congress,’’ came into the caucus with 
“razors sharpened”’ for Jackson. They put 
two other colcred men in nomination, and 
by diviaing the vote, succeeded in defeat- 
ing him and in not getting any representa- 
tive on the ticket. If the votes cast for 
colored men had been bunched, a negro 
delegate would have been sent to Sacra- 
mento from this city. 

The negro politicians were let down again 
by the collapse. of the McLachlan cam- 

aign. They were solid for him, and on 
the night of his withdrawal they had 
formed an organization to promote his can- 
didacy. There are the relics of two colored 
Republican clubs in the city "now, ‘The 
Independent Club,”’ and the “'T. B. Morton 
Republican Club.” An effort will be mads 
at Friday night’s meeting to consolidate 
these organizations into a new one, with an 
eye on county politics. ‘‘Wwe want to keep 
together,’ said one of the managers to- 
night, ‘‘and be sure of our share of in- 
fluence in making up the Republican county 

cket. We think it is no more than fair 
that we should name four colored delegates 
from this city to ise county convention, 
and we believe that if we can heal the dis- 
gensions and put a stop to the rule or ruin 
policy, we can get what we want. We are 
not pledged to any of the candidates.”’ 

There are 275 colored voters in Pasa- 
dena, and almost all of them vote the Re- 
ublican ticket. The name of W. C. Dent 
is signed to the call for the mass-meeting 
at City Hall Friday evening. All the can- 
didates have been coquetting with the negro 
leaders The best story of the campaign is 
told by one of the latter at his own ex- 
pense. On his way home to dinner, he 
gays, he was summoned into the office of a 
man high in the councils of the party. 
There was something in his manner that 
suggested hospitality, the negro says, and 
he readily acceded to the invitation to step 
He talked.and tar- 
. The host was 
very cordial and entertaining, and his guest 
expected every moment that a watermelon 
or something equally appetizing or inspir- 
ing would be. produced for his edification. 
But the noon hour slipped by, the whistle 
blew and the colored brother had to rush 
back to his work without so much as a sniff 
of anything more fragrant than the leather 
backs of a law Hbrary—and worst of all, 
without his dinner, having been cheated 
out of his noon meal by the conversational 
charms of his political friend. He has now 
glued in his hat the resolution adopted by 
the Afro-American Congress ‘‘that less 

olitics and more business is the best 
hing for the black man.”’ 


FIRE IN THE MOUNTAINS. 


There is another fire in the mountains. A 
cloud of smoke was seen rising from be- 
hind the nearer peaks today, and inquiry 
located the fire on the north side of the 
mountains somewhere near the west fork of 
the San Gabriel. It is not a remnant of 
the old blaze, but is.ten miles distant from 
the ruins of that big fire, though it may 
have originated from the former conflagra- 
tion and been smouldering many days. The 
superintendent of forest reserves was notli- 
fied this afternoon. 

A party of eighteen campers started up 
the old trail to Wilson’s Peak this after- 
noon, 

The hig-..est notch touched by the mercury 
at Wilson’s Peak is 87 degs. 

Switzer's Camp is unoccupied this year, 
but the other mountain resorts have done 
a big business. Some of them have had to 
turn away applicants for accommodations. 

Men will be sent out at once to survey 
the route for the new trail from Prospect 
Point over Mt. Lowe. The trail will be 
built in October. 


THE ICE ENTERPRISE. 


The doubling of the price of ice in this 
city this season has renewed the interest in 
the proposition to establish an ice plant 
here. ncorporation papers have been 
drawn, and a meeting will be held tomorrow 
to organize a company to operate an ice 
factory and cold storage warehouse. At 
the head of the movement is E. C. Webster, 
the promoter of many enterprises in Pasa- 
dena. The president of the company 
probably will be C. W. Smith, president o’ 
the s Angeles ani Pasadena Electric 
Railway. It is expected that Manager 
Holmes of Hotel Green will be interested 
in the project. There has been talk that 
the hotel would set up an _ ice and cold 
Storage plant of its own, but if this propo- 
sition succeeds that will be abandoned, 
probably.

SOUND OF KNIFE-GRINDING IN THE 
REPUBLICAN CAMP. 


Mayor Reed and Friends Angry Over 
the Congressional Fight—Inter- 
esting Forecast of the State Con- 
ventian’s Work—Coronado Golf 
Tournament and Fishing. 


SAN DIEGO, Aug. 17. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The political moon is covered 
with blood. There are wild cries in the night 
and strange oaths. Knives are being brought 
to razor edge. Wierd incantations are being 
sung in chorus by. knots of Republicans, wh le 
others of the same persuasion hang in the 
shadows of the campfire and throw exp‘osives 
into the flames. There will be a hot time if 
the warring clans clash. 

When the delegation returned yesterday 
from Newport Beach, mutterings and rum- 
blings were immediately heard. Much of the 
noise was made by Mayor Reed and his 
friends. The words ‘‘treachery”’ and ‘‘traitor’’ 
were freely used. Mayor Reed is reported to 
have said in an interview that he had been 
betrayed by Chairman Nutt of the San Diego 
delegation, and but for him would have re- 
ceived the nomination for Congress. He was 
forced, therefore, to call Nutt a traitor. ‘Mr. 
Nutt may have documentary evidence,’ said 
Mayor Reed, ‘‘to establish his position, as 
he claims to have, but until it is produced I 
must call him a traitor.’’ 

Chairman Nutt did not return with the rest, 
and the other side of the story cannot be 
learned. It is true, however, that there was 
an awful split in the San Diego delegation, 
and that Mayor Reed suffered thereby. He 
ran as a dark horse, however, and the dele- 
gations from the various counties may have 
had their minds made up before his candidacy 
dawned upon.them. 


It seems that Mr. Nutt, who received all the 


blame for Mayor Reed's downfall, is a can- 
didate for the State Senatorship. ‘Will we 
do anything to him?’’ asked one of Mayor 
Reed's friends. ‘‘Well, I guess yes. While 
the knives are out, one is as good as an- 
other.’’ Friends of Mr. Nutt say that he was 
not at all to blame for the turn of affairs. 
and that he and Mayor Reed are just as good 
friends as ever. 

Aside from the knife-wielders, Republicans 
here are satisfied with the choice of the New- 
port convention. Mr. Needham will probably 
get the party vote, without any trouble. The 
city is forced to concede the Congressman to 
the northern part of the district. If there had 
not been such an abundance of candidates 
for States offices from this bailiwick, San 
Diego might with better grace have asked for 
the Congressman. ~ ; 

MAKING A FORECAST. 

An evening paper makes the following fore- 
cast of the action of the San Diego delegation 
at the State convention: That Guy and Grant 
will both be turned down, and that Judge 
Torrance will be nominated for the Supreme 
bench, by the aid of the San Francisco and 
Los Angeles delegations. Gage is to be nom- 
inated for Governor, and Irving M. Scott is 
to go to the Senate instead of Grant. Thus 
San Francisco, Los Angeles and San Diego 
will all get something, and something worth 
having, even though Grant and Guy are 
shelved. 

The announcement comes as a surprise to 
the average citizen, who had not heard Judge 
Torrance mentioned in connection with.the 
Supreme Judgeship. That Judge Torrance is 
eminently qualified no one doubts, and that 
he will be elected if nominated, especially if 
he has the indorsement of San Francisco and 
Los Angeles, is equally sure. Close observers 
here have given up Grant long ago, and Guy, 
though acceptable if other conditions are fa- 
vorable, cannot command the enthusiasm ne- 
cessary to bind the home delegation.

Pier fishing is the fad nowadays among fish- 
ermen who have a thirst for the sea but no 
sea legs. There they are on the sea and 
terra firma too. The sea surrounds them and 
the fish come right up to bite, while the pier 
is much more comfortable then a swaving 
boat. The total catch at the pier was about 
two hundred,and fifty, and included the f-!- 
lowing varieties: Pompano, ecorbina, perch, 
kingfish, mackerel, silver salmon, sand lass 
and lobsters. Sometimes there are entir. ly 
too many lobsters. Anglers hauling in their 
lines to fix the bait frequently haul up two 
or even four lobsters, impaled on the back or 
sides on the little hooks.
